GERMAN EMBARGOES. 

We sincerely hope that whatever differences 
the United States may have with Germany 
in regard to the commercial difficulties ex- 
isting between the two countries, such may 
not become any more vexatious than they are 
at present. While we earnestly hope for a 
continuity of peace and friendship with Ger- 
many, as it is fortunately established now, 
according to official statements, it should not 
be lost sight of that the news of threatened 
further restrictions against the importation of 
American meats into Germany, as coupled 
with the affairs in Manila, are both factors 
of a dangerous kind. 

The United States Government, as well as 
houses engaged in the business of shipping 
meats abroad, are well satisfied that Germany 
can give no good or just reasons for the war- 
fare which that has 


country maintained 


against our meat products. The German peo- 
ple—the common people—are the sufferers by 
theseembargoes which are established and car- 
ried out under all kinds of frivolous excuses. 
these 


excuses cannot be regarded as consistent with 


A time must come, however, when 
international comity, and it is for our Gov- 
ernment to say if that period has not been 
reached. American meat products find their 


way nowadays to most parts of the world, 


yet, strange to say, we hear no protest 
against their character except from those

countries of Continental Europe—of 


Germany is one—which are dominated 
Agrarianism. 

We do not desire to see a single kink in the 
ties that bind the United States in the bonds 
of friendship and civilization with the other 
nations of the world, but we hold that in 
commercial relations, as in all others, there 
should be absolute fairness. There is no fair- 
ness nor honesty in the embargoes which Ger- 
many now maintains against American meat 
products. Our Government is fully alive, we 
are satisfied, to its responsibility in the solu- 
tion of this difficulty, and we only wish we 
could observe an equal disposition to do the 
right thing displayed at Berlin.

Stock and Cattle Notes. 


At a recent meeting of the live stock sani- 
tary board at Albuquerque, N. M., a resolu- 
tion was adopted, calling upon the Territorial 
officials to make a the

Food Products at Leghorn. 

The import of British hams, bacon and 
salted pork into Italy is prohibited by an old 
regulation which forbade the import of the 
porcine products of all nations for sanitary 
reasons. By simply making the request most 
other countries (Servia is the latest additiou 
to the list) have secured the setting aside of 
this regulation in their favor. It is not, per- 
haps, generally known that there was a 
means, if a somewhat expensive one, of evad- 
ing the terms of the regulation.

Gpnsul Warner transmits from Leipsic, un- 
der date of June 4, 1898, the following report 
from Consular Agent Neuer, of Gera: 

Under the pretense of protecting the sani- 
tary condition of the people, an unjust and 
systematic war is waged against American 
pork in this city. Warnings are published by 
the magistrates against the consumption of 
raw American pork, though every piece of ba- 
con and ham is subject to an inspection by 
duly authorized examiners before entering 
trade. Dealers in our hog products are re- 
quired to hang signs in conspicuous places in 
their stores bearing the inscription ‘Ameri- 
kanische Fleischwaaren” (American meats). 
No means are left untried to create wide- 
spread prejudice, and all local papers take up 
the subject of trichinz in American pork as 
one of their favorite themes. 

The inspection fees have recently been dou- 
bled, and now amount to 25 pfennigs, instead 
of 121% pfennigs as before, for every piece of 
bacon or ham, resulting, for instance, in an 
expense of from 35 to 40 marks ($8.33 to 
$9.52) per tierce of boneless hams. 

Not long ago a shipment of corned pork 
was detained to undergo inspection, thereby 
exposing the meat to decay and practically 
prohibiting its entrance. Moreover, the Gera 
authorities have ordered all American pork to 
be conveyed to their slaughterhouse, for mi- 
croscopic examination, regardless of whether 
it is to be sold here or elsewhere, a measure 
very detrimental to the interests of the deal- 
ers in this city. 

Not one case of death or even of disease 
ean be attributed to the consumption of 
American pork, while I know of several cases 
of tricbinosis from the use of freshly slaugh- 
tered German pork, in spite of microscopic in- 
spection. If one case of trichinosis could be 
traced to meat from our country, the fact 
would be published far and wide, and it is 
probable that imports of American pork 
would be prohibited. It is an established 
fact, however, that in consequence of the salt- 
ing, pickling and smoking to which our hog 





products are subjected, the trichine are no 
longer living, or have at least lost the power 
of reproduction in the human body. 

From my personal experience I am able to 
state that I have never known a microscopist 
to state that he had observed trichinze mani- 
festing any sign of life in well salted meats. 

The reasons for this agitation against our 
hog products are, it is almost generally con- 
ceded, entirely selfish. Our meats are much 
cheaper than those of Germany and form an 
indispensable article of food for the poorer 
classes in this country, thus arousing the op- 
position of German hog raisers and whole- 
sale butchers, 


THE KLONDIKE TRADE. 

The Klondike trade will probably revive to 
a certain extent very soon now, as the first 
miners for the season have arrived at San 
Francisco from the Yukon placers at Manook, 
Circle City and Dawson City, Alaska. Others 
will likely follow right along now, and the 
trade will be given an impetus as a result, as 
outfits, provisions, ete., will have to be pur- 
chased. On account of the war rumors the 
passengers had brought little gold with them 
on the steamer Hattie I. Phillips, preferring 
to earry drafts to cover their immediate 
wants, and to await the arrival of the first 


river steamer from the Upper Yukon. None 
of the passengers had heard of the war with 
Spain until their arrival at St. Michael. The 
passengers were reticent regarding the 
amount of treasure they brought out.

GOOD UNDERTONE—PRICES ALTER- 

NATELY WEAK AND FIRM—TEN- 
DENCY FOR THE WEEK HAS BEEN 
BETTER—CASH DEMANDS IMPROV- 
ING, BUT NOT SATISFACTORY AS 
YET—SPECULATION DULL. 

The week has shown rushes of strength 
and exhibitions of confidence which have 
borne out the thoughts that the market is at 
bottom figures, while it only waits the doing 
away of all chances for a yellow fever scare 
to come up to much more healthy conditions, It 
is dificult to understand why yellow fever in 
Cuba should have any especial influence upon 
the sentiment for hog products. It is there 
every year to quite the extent current this 
season, while the only inference is that it is 
brought more to the attention of the trade by 
the army congregation in that quarter, or 
that in the moving of the afflicted from that 
district to our Southern coast sections, that 
they may become affected. Then again the re- 
ports that come out from time to time of a 
breaking out of the sickness at Tampa, Fla., 
however quickly contradicted, produce a little 
nervousness and hold the markets down for 
the hog products, while perhaps they are more 
especially borne against in the tendency all 
such reports have to keep the country specu- 
lators off from trading, while checking the 
packers in any effort to advance prices. There 
is no question but that if the trade could get 
the yellow fever bug out of its bonnet that 
the position of hog products would be started 
to an advance. The general business senti- 
ment of the country is improving. But little 
of this is probably due to the signs of a close 
approach to the end of the war trouble, al- 
though there will be, of course, a marked im- 
provement in the meat, lard and general pro- 
vision trade with that country on the wind-up 
of hostilities. The main reasons for the be- 
lief in higher prices are, first, that prices are 
low under statistical conditions, that there 
has been a long holding off of Europe on large 
quantities, and that resupplies are needed 
there, while that there have been signs latter- 
ly that if foreign markets could feel assured 
that prices were likely to become stronger 
here, at once they would now buy much more 
freely to further stimulating their values. Eu- 
rope will go very short on supplies so long as 
there are weak markets, but with any turn 
it piles in orders to throwing the situation fur- 
ther against them. It is true that the stocks 
have been making further moderate gains 
over the West this month, but at the same 
time on the diminished consignments to the 
other side there must be important reductions 
in holdings there. The receipts of hogs have 
not been large, although well up to expecta- 
tions. There has been some increase in the 
home distributions of meats, and the trading 
may be called more encouraging in that prod- 
uct. But lard has had only spasmodically 
better demands, and it is not moving out as 
freely as could be desired for a positive ex- 
hibition of strength, while Chicago will make 
a further gain in its holdings for the month. 
The compound lard product is beginning to 
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attract more attention, and while there is the 
difference of between 4144 for compound here, 
and, say, about 6c. for pure refined lard, yet 
it looks as though the rate on the compound 
was taking more attention of export buyers, 
who believe that they can find a quicker dis- 
tribution for it at the current figures, while if 
demand is freely diverted from pure lard it 
would be a development that has not taken 
place in many months, since the exporters had 
followed pure lard right along on its advanc- 
ing tendency in that period, and would have 
clung to it on a permanent temper of strength, 
but may now switch off a little from it, since 
that they had halted in general buying for 
some time, and may recommence in some de- 
gree their operations on the cheaper product. 

The city trade has been much better this 
week in bellies, which have gone up in prices 
on the cleaning up of accumulations, but for 
hams and shoulders has been moderate. 

An estimate of the Chicago stocks was 
made early in the week of 185,000 tierces 
lard, 75,255 barrels new pork, 31,600 barrels 
old pork, and 31,425,000 Ib ribs. 

A most disappointing development latterly 
has been in connection with city extra India 
mess. It is not often prices get as low as 
without attracting attention of 
English markets, while for some time it has 
been impossible to get any buying interest 
thence. The stocks have accumulated some 
and there have been efforts to get the ship- 
pers to bid even $14.50, although $15 is the 
more general market rate. The usual Eng- 
lish distributors are finding steadily a wider 
market for canned meats, to the disad- 
vantage of the trade in beef. The home de- 
mands for barreled beef are only fair, since 
the Government is taking more canned 
meats, but there is not enough general busi- 
ness to keep its prices up; mess quoted at 
$10@$10.50, and family at $12@$13.

CUBA’S NEW TARIFF. 


Washington, July 19.—The Treasury De- 
partment has been making active prepara- 
tions to-day to enforce the authority of the 
United States at Santiago and in the re- 
mainder of the territory surrendered to Gen. 
Shafter. The rates adopted upon articles im- 
ported into Santiago and other Cuban ports 
which are open will be those levied by the 
Spanish Government upon imports from 
Spain. These rates, known in the official 
tariff as the “fiscal” rates in contrast with 
the differential rates levied upon imports from 
other countries, are moderate in most cases, 
and are only a fraction of the differential 
rates. Flour, for instance, which is subject 
to the equivalent of $3.52 when imported 
from this country, pays only $1.37 per bar- 
rel when imported from Spain. 

It is probable, though not altogether de- 
cided yet that the course pursued by the 
Spanish Government will be followed out 
for the present under the authority of the 
United States. 

The abolition of the port charges of $1 per 
ton upon merchandise entering and leaving 
Cuban ports will make a great difference in 
the cost of commerce with Santiago. The 
tonnage tax adopted in lieu of these entries 
and clearance duties is 20 cents per net reg- 
istered ton, and will be charged only upon 
entrance and not upon clearance. ‘There are 
some local charges for port improvements at 
Santiago and other ports which will not be 
changed for the present, but will probably 
be wiped out or greatly reduced when they 
can be taken up. ‘This tax at Santiago is 
25 cents a ton on steamers and 12% cents on 
sailing vessels, in addition to a small li- 
cense fee. Similar but different charges 
are levied at Guantanamo and other ports, 
wh.ch will remain in force until they can 
be separately considered by the War Depart- 
ment and the Treasury. The existing pro- 
visions for low rates on coal entering San- 
tiago will remain in force. 

Among the rates of duty where the differ- 
ences have been great between goods im- 
ported from Spain and those from other coun- 
tries was canned vegetables. The rate on 
such articles from Spain was one and four- 
tenths pesos per hundred kilograms. The rate 
from other countries was 134.10 pesos per hun- 
dred kilograms. ‘The uniform rate wSich will 
now be enforced upon vegetables from all 
countries will be less than 2 cents per pound 
if duties are collected at the gold parity 
and only about 1 cent if they are collected in 
Spanish silver. The duties on lard will fall 
from 4.9 cents per pound to 2.8 cents. It is 
not intended to make any effort to prevent 
the shipment of goods into the interior of Cu- 
ba, where Spanish sovereignty prevails, at re- 
duced rates of duty, except so far as it 
may be necessary to prohibit their shipment 
upon any terms in order to prevent the sup- 
plying of the Spanish forces.

NEW TARIFF FOR SANTIAGO. 


Washington, July 18.—The President has 
signed the war tariff for Santiago, and it will 
take effect to-morrow. It adopts in general 
the privileged rates now given Spain there, 
and makes that tariff uniform for all coun- 
tries, including the United States. The fol- 
lowing schedule shows the relation of the 
present duty in the United States to that 
which will be exacted at Santiago:

S. & S. CO. VS, EXPRESS CO0.’S. 


Public Carriers and Not Shippers, Accord- 
ing to Commissioner Hunter, Must 
Affix the Stamp. 


United States Commissioner Hunter, at Ot- 
tumwa, Ia., decided Saturday last the question 
whether express companies or shippers must 
pay the one-cent tax to be attached to an ex- 
press receipt. He held that the company 
must pay the tax under the laws. He holds 
the cashier of the Ottumwa office of the 
Adams Express Co., arrested on a charge of 
violating the revenue law, to the Federal 
Grand Jury. United States District Attor- 
ney Miles représented the United States in 
the hearing. Attorneys for the express com- 
pany said they would apply fora writ of ha- 
beas corpus before United States Judge Wool- 
son, who was to be asked to pass judgment 
on the Commissioner’s decision early this 
week. 


S. & S. Co. Made Them Take the Meat. 


Rather a lively engagement took place last 
week on the express companies’ platforms, at 
the Union Depot, Kansas City. On one side 
was a small force of employés of the Schwarz- 
schild & Sulzberger Co. and on the other the 
employés of the Pacific, Adams and Ameri- 
‘an express companies. The battle was de- 
cided a draw. The contest, which, by the 
way, was good-natured and _ prearranged; 
arose over the determination of Schwarzschild 
& Sulzberger to take the preliminary steps to 
test the express companies’ right to charge 
the shipper with the war revenue tax. A 
package of fresh meat apiece was consigned 
to the Pacific, American and Adams express 
companies and hauled to the branch express 
offices at the west end of the depot for ship- 
ment. As fast as the meat was unloaded on 
the platform it was shoved back. Finally the 
packinghouse men, by a concerted movement, 
threw all the packages on the platform at 
once and drove hastily away. There the meat 
was allowed to remain in the hot sun until 
the afternoon, when the packers again drove 
up with duplicate orders, paid the tax and 
received receipts to have the money refunded 
should the courts decide the express compa- 
nies in the wrong. At that time, should the 
shippers win, the express companies will un- 
doubtedly be held liable for the meat allowed 
to spoil on the platform. Major William War- 
ner, United States District Attorney, stated 
that he did not know where proceedings 
would be instituted against the express com- 
panies. 


Boston Business Men Against It. 


The Boston (Mass.) Fruit and Produce Ex- 
change held an adjourned special meeting to 
provide against the action of express com- 
panies, in forcing shippers to pay for stamps 
and the resolutions adopted are in part as fol- 
lows: 

“Therefore, Be it resolved that the mem- 
bers of the Boston Fruit and Produce Ex- 
change, in meeting assembled, do firmly arid 
respectfully protest against the act of the 
express companies as being unbusiness-like, 
unjust, unlawful, and that this exchange 
will aggressively oppose all such acts and 
schemes in contradiction to the law.”

Chicago Live Stock Review. 

Receipts of live stock here last week were: 
Cattle, 50,608; calves, 3,977; hogs, 160,192; 
sheep, 50,468, against 36,488 cattle, 3,076 
calves, 104,708 hogs and 43,316 sheep the 
week previous; 49,510 cattle, 3,907 calves, 
140,816 hogs and 73,655 sheep the correspond- 
ing week of 1897, and 51,994 cattle, 2,536 
calves, 110,827 hogs and 65,319 sheep the 
corresponding week of 1896. Shipments last 
week were 16,022 cattle, 760 calves, 26,131 
hogs and 5,867 sheep, against 13,920 cattle, 





838 calves, 23,223 hogs and 2,421 sheep 
the week previous, 16,337 eattle, 205 
calves, 30,523 hogs and 7,076 sheep the 


corresponding week of 1897, and 14,741 cat- 
tle, 45 calves, 37,126 hogs and 5,501 sheep 
the corresponding week of 1896. 
Movements in the cattle trade during 
week have not been such as to call for ex- 
tended comment. Receipts have been lib- 
eral, probably augmented somewhat by the 
fact that the railroads have patched up a 
treaty of peace, and with the beginning of 
the week will restore freight rates to the old 
basis. The demand from all sources has been 
excellent, and attractive have been 
realized for everything in the beef cattle line, 
not partneularly higher‘than a week ago, 
but fully strong at $4.75 to $5.25 for the 
bulk of good to choice steers of all weights, 
and $4.25 to $4.75 for very ordinary to fair 
steers that lacked fat and show up green. 
Cow stock is as a rule selling well, but has 
had weak Canners and medium cut- 
ter cows show around 10c. decline since last 
week, but choice butcher and dressed beef 
cows are holding about steady. Canners 
range at from $2.40 to $3.00; medium to good 
cows, $3.25 to $3.75; good to choice, $3.75 to 
$4.50, with fancy dry-fed heifers at $4.60 to 
$4.80 or over. Stocker trade is still of small 
volume, with prices at the lowest point of the 
summer, dry weather keeping buyers out of 
the market. We are inclined to think that 
prices now current are about on bottom for 
the summer at $3.00 to $3.50 for good mixed 
stockers; $3.50 to $4.25 for fair to good 
steers, and $4.25 to $4.60 for choice. 
HOGS.—A good undertone is still prevalent 
in the hog trade. During the week there has 
been an inclination to a higher range of val- 
ues, although the advances have been but 
slight. Receipts are hardly up to expecta- 
tions, but the quality is first-class and is good 
evidence of an abundant supply in the coun- 
try; the farmers are at present too busy with 
field work to send their hogs forward. The 
yellow fever argument bobs up occasionally 
aud produces a temporary bear movement, 
but indications are that as a market factor 
it will be of very small and irregular force 
this season. The prospects are that the hog 
market will continue strong and that we will 
have higher prices in the near future, some 
going 60 far as to say that hogs will reach 
$4.50 before the middle of September. At 
any rate, the packing demand is now so good 
that there seems comparatively little chance 
for hogs to stay below $4.00 any length of 
time. The market to-day (Wednesday), 
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with fresh receipts of 32,000, opened dull and 
Se. lower, but became active at the decline, 
the bulk of the supply selling at $3.95 to 
$4.05, with fancy butcher selections at $4.10 
and light bacon weights going at $3.95; 
coarse packers, grassy lots and light weights, 
$3.75 to $3.90. 

SHEEP.—The sheep trade has developed 
quite a degree of activity and the tendency 
of prices for attractive grades has been 
toward a stronger basis. Good to choice, 
handy weight native sheep are selling read- 
ily at $4.50 to $5.00; fair to good grass West- 
erns, at $4.25 to $4.50; common and heavy 
ewes, $3.50 to $4.00. Lambs are considerably 
higher for good to choice at $6.00 to $6.75, 
but common and medium are not meeting 
with the free outlet and range at from $4.00 
to $5.75, according to quality. Heavy ewes 
and heavy bucks continue to be a drag on the 
market, and there is a margin of $2.50 be- 
tween the choice lambs and the culls. There 
is no feeder trade as yet. 

Brown & St. John say: “We have never 
seen indications more favorable to higher 
prices for cattle than they are now, and some 
of the most sanguine predictions for higher 
prices are made by our largest buyers, who 
‘openly confess’ they do not know where 
the good cattle are coming from to fill their 
orders from day to day. The tremendous 
scarcity in feeding cattle during the last 
year is now being manifested in the scarcity 
of prime steers, and we think it no exagger- 
ation to say we believe good to fancy steers 
will sell at $5.75 to $6.00 within sixty days. 
We think a prime finished bunch of dry-fed 
steers would bring very near $5.75 to-day, 
but there does not seem to be any fancy cat- 
tle ready for market, so that no actual quo- 
tations can be made on that grade of cattle. 
Cattle feeders who have their cattle on grass 
are in no hurry to ship, as the grass this year, 
both in the States and on the range, has 
never been better, and they all seem will- 
ing to take a chance and make their cattle 
better, as the low freight rates have been 
instrumental in taking many cattle out of the 
West that naturally would not have been 
marketed for several weeks. We think we 
will see lighter receipts during the next six 
weeks than anybody looks for, and we look 
for a gradual advance in prices. Railroad 
agents have given notice that freight rates 
will be advanced to the old figures July 25, 
and are also advising shippers to avoid next 
week’s market, as they say there will be a 
rush before rates go up. We, however, do 
not look for any over-supply of cattle at any 
time, but think it very probable that we will 
see lighter receipts, both of cattle and hogs, 
after the rates go up, and there need be no 
fear that buyers will not climb the fences for 
best cattle before long. Under legitimate con- 
ditions both provisions and hogs would sell 


considerably higher, and we do not think it 
at all unlikely that hogs will sell at $4.50 
between now and September 15. The 
vance is the fear of yellow fever spreading 
to this country. We saw more sick hogs 
here last week than for several months, and 
the quality of the hogs is much commoner 
during the last ten days, with average 
weights lighter than a month ago and a year 
ago.” 


Receipts of straight Texas cattle here last 
week 5,000, against 1,700 the previous week, 
and 7,300 a year ago. Prices are the highest 
of the season. Grass steers sold at $3.30@ 
$3.75, and fed steers at $3.90@$4.80.

Chicago Provision Market. 


The provision market this week has been 
most conspicuous by its lack of interesting 
features, but in the light of certain predic- 
tions which had previously been made by 
some false prophets, and which were to be 
realized this week, it is very fortunate that 
things turned out as they did. The market 
to-day (Wednesday), consistent with the gen- 
eral pulse of trdde since our last report, 
closed a shade higher than a week ago—this 
in spite of the threatening auguries which 
were rife the latter part of last week about 
probable bearish developments this week on 
account of more ominous rumors of yellow 
fever likely to come from Cuba, besides the 
effect of the strike among the Omaha packing- 
houses and the pending restoration of higher 
freight rates in the West. The dominant 
sentiment here continues to be bullish, al- 
theugh it is not always sustained by tangible 
encouragement. The speculative demand is 
rather inconsequential, because, outside of 
the professional circle, that is, among coun- 
try trade, belief in the likelihood of present 
prices continuing and higher ones eventually 
coming, is generally assailable. The yellow 
fever bugaboo is undoubtedly responsible for 
this condition. The cash trade, however, is 
growing better every day. Hams are in es- 
pecially good demand, and, to use the ex- 
pression of one prominent operator, there is 
a “rattling good demand for all sweet pickled 
meats.” The export trade and the outlook 
for a good foreign business in the future is 
very encouraging. A prominent packer, who 
has just returned from England, says that 
American meats are the cheapest of any to- 
day, and that for the next few months at 
least this country will supply the world. 
Taken together with an undoubtedly early 
renewal of the volume of trade with Cuba 
and Puerto Rico as soon as peace is declared, 
this is the legitimate basis of a large amount 
of optimism. Receipts have been very lib- 
eral this week, and they are likely to be 
more so now for a short time, as stock is 
being rushed forward from the West in order 
that the advantage of the present freight 
rates may be secured, the old and the higher 
schedule going into effect on the 25th inst. 
The market held up very well last week un- 
der liberal receipts on account of the excel- 
lence of the cash trade, and if the latter fac- 
tor continues to be as strong this week, the 
same condition will prevail. From a general 
survey of the situation there seems to be lit- 
tle change from last week. Prices are a tri- 
fle higher and the signs of the future indi- 
cate that they will eventually be more so. 


Mr. A. 8S. White, president of the Inter- 
national Packing Company, who has just re- 
turned from England, says: “The prospects 
of European trade for the future are very 
good, and we are already enjoying the be- 
ginning of what is to be a profitable period. 
They have finally about sold out across the 
water the excessive purchases made last 
spring, and are now ready for more goods, al- 
though, of course, having lost money in 
American markets, Europeans are likely to 
be rather careful. I was told that they 
would not buy except as they require. Still, 
their consumptive demand is large and of a 
consequence a good weekly export trade will 
undoubtedly ensue. American meats are the 
cheapest of any to-day, and we will supply 
the world for at least three months.” 


Arthur R. Jones & Co. say: “Provisions, 
having no fickle Weather Bureau to contend 
with, look to us the strongest thing on the 
board. They are certainly holding their own 
well, considering slow trade and the prospec- 
tive rush of hogs before freight rates ad- 
vance,” 
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Mr. Valentine, of Armour & Co., says: 
“We have noted an increase in our foreign 
business during the past year, but it has not 


been so marked as to be considered abnor- 
mal. The export business in canned meats 
has been steady, and increasing at a rate 


which leads packers to look for a very pros- 
perous future. Owing to the fact that no 
statistics are kept here on the export trade, 
I am unable to give an estimate on the vol- 
ume of business for the past year. The do- 
mestic trade is all that could be desired, the 
war having created an unusual demand for 
our products.”

Chicago Live Stock Notes. 


On Wednesday the general installation of 
the live stock at Omaha Exposition began 
and will extend to Aug. 10. 

Hog packing at Chicago since March 1 
shows a gain over last vear of 319,000, hav- 
ing been 2,726,000 this year, against 2,407,000 
last, 

During the last week 5,196 
stock arrived here, and 1,232 cars were ship- 
ped out. The receipts during the preceding 
week were 3,712 cars, and for the same week 
last year 5,079 cars. 

Packing of hogs at Chicago, Kansas City, 
Omaha and St. Louis last month, 1,141,000, 
or 58,000 less than in June, 1897. Packing 
the first six months of this year, 6,973,000, 
or 861,000 more than a year ago. 

B. Murray’s compilation of the packing 
returns for the season to date is as follows: 
“The total packing since about March 1 is

about 7,970,000 hogs, against 6,920,000 hogs 
in 1897—an increase of 1,050,000.” 

During the last week the average weight of 
the 160,190 hogs received here was 233 Ib, 
against 228 ID the preceding week, 229 ID dur- 
ing June, 238 ID during July, 1897; 255 ID 
two years ago, 238 ID three years ago. and 
226 ID four years ago. 

The litigation in Chicago between the heirs 
of Allen Gregory, the “founder of the stock- 
yards,” and Martha Clybourn Gregory, whom 
the courts declared to be his common-law 
wife, has been ended and his estate divided. 
Its value is $6,000,000. The widow receives 
one-third and the heirs divide the remainder. 

The Western railroads have settled their 
differences and July 25 will do away with 
the extremely low rates lately current. The 
old live stock rate of 23%c. from the Mis- 
souri River will be replaced, and others in 
proportion. Stock loaded any time before 
July 25, no matter when it reaches market, 
will be at the present cut rate. 

Hogs packed at Chicago last week 144,300, 
against 80,500 the previous week; 110,600 a 
year ago, and 72,600 two years ago. Armour 
slaughtered 37,000; Anglo-American, 16,000; 
Boyd & Lunham, 7,000; Chicago, 10,100; 
Continental, 10,200; Hammond, 3,800; Inter- 
national, 10,400; Lipton, 5,300; Morris, 7,500; 
Swift, 18,300; Viles & Robbins, 11,000; and 
city butchers 7,700. 





Chicago Board of Trade Notes. 
The Thames and Mersey Marine Insurance 
obtained an order from the New York 
Supreme Court this week for the service by 
publication of a summons on Joseph Leiter 
in an action to recover $81,915.13 for insur- 
ance premiums on wheat shipped to European 
and other ports. 

The all-rail rate on provisions east-bound 
from Chicago is being cut 5e. and 6c. per 
100 Ibs. Grain rates are also badly demoral- 
ized, but more attention is given the provi- 
sion situation, because the roads cannot com- 
pete with the lake lines, no matter what 
rates they make. ¢ 

Eastbound shipments for last week were 
considerably below those of the corresponding 
week last year. They amounted to but 40,110

tons, against 44,764 tons for the previous 
week, and 51,924 tons for the corresponding 
week last year. Lake shipments for the 


week aggregated 103,587 tons, compared with 
66,976 tons for the previous week. 

Contrary to expectation the bucket shop 
keepers with indictments against them plead- 
ed not guilty when arraigned this week. The 
course taken was generally a surprise, as it 
was anticipated that they would submit to 
fines of $500 in each case. There are thirteen 
defendants, over each of whom five indict- 
ments are hanging. The prosecution is now 
proceeding. 

John Hill, Jr., has resigned from the Com- 
mittee on Bucket Shops of the Board of 
Trade, which he was chairman. The di- 
rectors of the Board of Trade considered that 
us they were paying him for looking after the 
bucket-shop evil, he should give that his 
whole time, but latterly he has been giving 
it to other forms of gambling in Chicago, 
which resulted in the directors asking for his 
resignation. 

Charles A. Weaver this week petitioned 
the Cireuit Court of Cook County for an 
order compelling the principals of the former 
commission firm of Baldwin, Farnum & Co. 
to render him an accounting of certain spec- 
ulative transactions which took place be- 
tween the parties from November, 1896, to 
April, 1897. Weaver alleges that he has been 
defrauded, asserting that he dealt in provi- 
sions, grain and stock during the period

named to the extent of $200,0U0, and paid to 
the defendants about $3,000 in commissions; 





that, although the firm represented to him 
that his deals were not successful, he knows 
that they were never consummated, which is 
the basis of his suit. Mr. Charles H. Gur- 
ney, of the present firm of Baldwin & Gur- 
ney, and a former member of the old firm, 
and one of the defendants, said in regard to 
the matter: “We have not condescended to 
notice the petition furthermore than to state 
that we will meet Mr. Weaver in court. Af- 
ter more than two years had elapsed since 
the transactions he sent a lawyer to us a 
short time ago and demanded to see our 
books, though he had had an accounting. Al- 
though such a thing was a decided annoy- 
ance, we offered to show him such parts of 
the old books as related to his business. The 
proposition was rejected, however, and he de- 
manded that two utter strangers from his 
lawyer’s office be allowed to come into our 
office and examine the books. As we knew 
of no reason why the affairs of our other cus- 
tomers should be given over to outsiders for 
inspection, we absolutely refused. That is 
what the matter amounts to; you can draw 
your own conclusions as to the object of the 
suit. You may state, however, that Myf. 
Weaver's losses were not more than $1,500.”

California Cattle Conditions, 


California cattle at present is not good and 
in addition it is scarce. The outlook for the 
next year is very poor for good beef cattle. 
For instance, there is not one fat bullock 
now, where there were fifty a year ago. Ev- 
erybody has been marketing their cattle early 
on account of the scarcity of water, caused 
by the drought which prevailed for three 
months during the rainy season. The same 
is true of the hog market as of the cattle. 
Hogs are scarce and poor. Nevada cattle 
are going to be marketed early this year. 
Feed and everything has been good in that 
State, and California will have to look to 
Nevada for her supply of cattle from now un- 
til next fall. If there had been rain last 
winter, there should have been a better mar- 
ket than for many years past.

1,536-Ib 
average selling at $5.25, and some of 1,375-ID 
average $5.20. Plain cattle steady. Wednes- 
day’s market was active, and in some cases 
ha@10e higher, and also giving the largest 
number of sales over $5. 1,492-ID average 
sold at $5.25. On Thursday, rough, heavy 
cattle weak, and anything of a greenish na- 
ture 10@15¢ lower: smooth heavy cattle 
steady, some of 1,485-Ib average at $5.15. 
Trading in the latter part of the week not 
so brisk, a few, however, of 1,365-IbD average 
selling at the highest price of week, $5.25. 
Cows and heifers were in small supply dur- 
ing the week, but anything of a good na- 
ture sold high; the highest on cows being 
some 1,285-ID average, $4; and some heifers 
of 783-Ib average were good enough to fetch 
$4.85.

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PACKINGHOUSE NOTES. 


* W. A. Barclay, G. Newton and G. W. 
Barclay have incorporated the Barclay-Wil- 
son Stock Co., of Temple, Texas, with a cap- 
ital stock of $10,000. 

* The butter factory at Eastman, Can., with 
all its machinery and contents, has been de- 
stroyed by fire. The loss is partly covered 
by $1,500 insurance. 

* J. Y. Griffin & Co. have completed the 
improvements to their pork packing plant at 
Winnipeg, Canada, which is complete in ev- 
ery detail, being chilled almost throughout 
with artificial refrigeration by the ammonia 
process. 

* The abattoir at Coaticook, Quebec, Can., 
lias been destroyed by fire; the premises and 
contents are a total loss. Cause of the fire 
unknown. No insurance. The abattoir is 
the property of Mr. Frank J. Mead, and was 
only very recently completed. 

* The slaughterhouse of Richard C. Wa- 
ters on Frederick Road, Baltimore, has been 
destroyed by fire. Two thousand pounds of 
lard and other products were burned, and the 
machinery rendered useless. The damage, 
which is covered by insurance, is about $3,- 
000. 

* Contracts for supplies to the county insti. 
tutions for the ensuing six months were given 
to the Bodden Packing Company, of Milwau- 
kee, who will furnish meats for the hospital. 
The Plankinton Packing Company, also of 
that city, has the contract for supplying 
meats for the almshouse. 

* John H. Mansur, of the Armour Packing 
Company, who, with Mrs, Mansur, went to a 
seaside resort near Boston six weeks ago to 
spend the summer, is reported seriously ill. 
Mr. Mansur has been with the Armour Com- 
pany for many years and is one of the orig- 
inal Kansas City packers. 

* The attempt recently made to revive the 
irade in live pigs between England and the 
United States was checked by the arrival of 
a cargo of swine which was received there af- 
fected by the swine fever. It may be that 
the interdict will shortly be done away with, 
or at least made less stringent. 

* Commissary General Egan, at Washing 
ion, is having prepared, by way of prepara- 
tion for the Porto Rico expedition, advertise- 
ments inviting proposals from the large beef- 
dressing concerns for supplying this article 
of diet at a certain place in the island, sub 
ject to the order of the general commanding. 

* One of the conditions of the transporting 
of Spain’s Santiago army corps from Ameri 
can soil, for which steamship companies ten 
dered bids, was that 1,000 complete rations 
should be furnished, including pork, bacon, 
tinned roast beef and vegetables, etc. The 
proposals were to be opened at 11 a. m. Wed- 
nesday. 

* In the fiscal year just closed it is reported 
by the Department of Agriculture that 2,000,- 
000 specimens of pork have been examined 
with powerful: microscopes to detect the pres- 
ence of trichine. Out of 43,573,000 pounds 
of pork exported only about 1,000,000 pounds 
were shipped to countries not requiring a 
certificate of microscopic inspection. 

* It is reported that rates on packinghous« 
products and live stock will be restored July 
25 to normal tariffs. The normal basis is 231 
cents from the Missouri River to Chicago, 
whereas the present rates are 10 cents on 
packinghouse products and live stock from 
the Missouri River. It is contended by some 
of the lines that packinghouse rates cannot 
be advanced as soon as anticipated and not 
before Oct. 1 on aceount of extended con- 
tracts which are believed to exist. 

* A dispatch from Washington, received at 
the New York Maritime Exchange, Monday, 


stated that collectors had been instructed to 
clear American or neutral vessels with sup- 
plies and provisions for Santiago de Cuba. 
The Ward Line, which has been contemplat- 
ing the dispatch of a steamer to Santiago, 
announced that a sailing will be made to-day 
(Saturday) at noon from Pier 16, E. R. The 
following telegram has been sent by the 
Treasury Department to the principal collect- 
ors along the Atlantic coast: ‘You may clear 
American or neutral vessels with supplies and 
provisions for Santiago de Cuba.” 


* The following contracts for Government 


supplies have been awarded to the following 
New York parties: Walter B. Tims, salmon, 
8.48e. and 17 10-12c. per can; beef tongue, 
63.45¢. per box, and ivory soap, 6.664c. per 
cakes. CC. F. Schubarth, Boston, deviled ham, 
16 2-5c. per can. Elijah Smith, salmon, 8\%4c. 
per can. T. A. Kidd, sliced bacon, 18%c. per 
can; pigs’ feet, 18%c. per can. Pettit & Reed, 
butter, 17%c. to 21e. per pound. F. A. Fer- 
ris & Co., breakfast bacon, 12%4c. per pound; 
hams, lle. per pound. C. E. Wessle, corned 
beef, 19%c. per can. Cleveland Provision Co., 
light mess pork $11.50 per barrel. 

* The exports to England of sheep from 
Canada and the United States have fallen off 
nearly 160,000 head from the average of 1896. 
The receipts from the Argentine Republic 
have increased about a proportionate amount. 
The shortage in the shipments from the 
United States is explained by the fact that 
the supply is short, and English markets al- 
lege as a reason for the short supply from 
Canada that Dominion sheep owners have for 
many months past been shipping their sheep 
to the United States, both for the ranges and 
the market. It would appear from this state- 
ment that the Northwest, that is to say, Mon- 
tana, the Dakotas and Utah, are suffering 
from a searcity of sheep as well as of cattle. 

* Sr. Juan Terrazas was in Mexico City 
several weeks last month, arranging the de- 
tails for the establishment of an immense 
packinghouse at Chihuahua. Associated with 
Sr. Terrazas are Enrique C. Creel, Juan Ter- 
razas, Luis Terrazas, Federico Sisniega and 
John F. Brittmgham, the company having a 
capital of $2,000,000. Sr. Terrazas expects 
to visit the United States this summer to 
purchase modern machinery for the plant. 


* Mr. Charles Byrne, the well known live 
stock dealer of Louisville, Ky., has returned 
from Chicago, where he took a large shipment 
of lambs. “June,” said he, “has been the 
largest month for lambs in the Louisville 
market in years, Armour & Co. having taken 
19.997, Hammond & Co. 17,000 and the New 
England Dressed Beef Company 7,000, the 
total being about 45,000 during the month. 
Most of these lambs are shipped to the differ- 
ent summer resorts, where they form a large 
portion of the meat diet. The season for 
spring lambs will continue for some time and 
the sales promise to continue large.” 


* J. W. S. Reid, who is connected with the 
export department of the Armour Packing 
Company in Kansas City, has returned from 
a three months’ trip abroad.in the interest of 
the Armour Company. While on the other 
side he visited England, Ireland, Scotland, 
Germany, France and Austria. While he 
found the English people wholly in sympathy 
with the United States in the war with 
Spain, yet in none of the other countries vis- 
ited did Mr. Reid receive anything but the 
most cordial treatment. He is, therefore, in- 
clined to doubt the truth of many of the sto- 
ries cabled to this country of an antagonistic 
feeling among the people of other European 
nations toward America and Americans. 


* Although Great Britain is one of the 
greatest butter importing countries in the 
world, the United States and Canada only 
supply 3 per cent. of the imports. England 
would rather buy butter from Canada than 
from Denmark for the reason that the Danes 
require cash for their product, whereas Can- 
ada takes its pay out in trade, and the same 
may be said of the United States in a great 
measure; but for all that the exports of but- 
ter from Denmark in 1897 were 145,000,000 
pounds, or fully 11,000,000 pounds more than 
in 1896, and the year 1898 thus far shows a 
proportionate increase. Australia and the 
Argentine are rapidly finding a market for 
their dairy products in England, and the lat- 
ter country shipped last year 15,000 cases of 
butter, 100 pounds each, whereas it was only 
a few years since when the Argentine was 
importing nearly every pound of butter used 
in the republic.—Dallas (Tex.) News.

CHICAGO. 

PACKER HILDES.—Comparatively little 
business has been done since our last report, 
and that litthe was transacted on a basis of 
concession, The general condition of the mar- 
ket shows no particular change from that of 
last week. The packers are manifesting con- 
siderable anxiety fo do business and are 
doubtless more susceptible to bids than for 
some tite pRist. 

No. 1 NATIVE STEERS, 60 ID and up, free 
of brands, have been in fair request. There 
ix, however, a considerable quantity — still 
available; 127124, is a fair quotation price, 
although deviations are believed to have been 
made, 

No. BUTT-BRANDED STEERS are in 
light supply. They are worth 104%c. The de- 
mand is not brisk, 

COLORADO STEBRRS, 60 Tb and up, have 
moved to an appreciable amount at 94%e 
sales involving about 8,000 having been ef- 
fected. 

No. 1 TEXAS STEERS are not at present 
an active factor. There is a considerable 
difference of opinion as to what constitutes 
the market; 114@11%c. may be accepted as 
an equitable valuation. 

No. 1 NATIVE COWS, 55 ID and up, free 
of brands, are in light supply. They are said 
to have sold in a small way at 11%c. Light, 
under 55 Th, have sold on the 11c. basis. 

BRANDED COWS are offering at 10\c., 
and one car is said to have sold at this price. 

NATIVE BULLS are worth 10c. Some 
holders demand an extra 4c. 

COUNTRY HIDES.—The country market 
is in a rather weak and chaotic condition. 
Eastern tanners are inconspicuous and West 
ern tanners are operating indifferently. Prices 
ire on a by no means firm basis. We quote: 

No. 1 BUFFS, 40 to 60 ID, free of brands 
and grubs, have sold in a small way at a va- 
riety of prices. While 10\%4c. is the nominal 
quotation, sales have been made at several 
different figures. This sliding schedule af- 
fords much encouragement to buyers, who an- 
ticipate a slump. 

No. 1 EXTREMES, 25 to 40 Ib, have been 
in pretty active request at 104%@10%c. The 
latter price was paid for a prime quality of 
Western hides. 

BRANDED STEERS AND COWS have 
had a comparatively active call at 94@9%\c. 
Despite this recent demand, it is doubtful if 
these prices are sustained. 

HEAVY COWS, 60 ID and up, free of 
brands and grubs, have sold in a small way 
for 104%@10e. for ones and twos, 

NATIVE BULLS are not in especial favor. 
They are nominally worth 8%\c., but 4c. less 
if offered would probably secure an ordinary 
selection, 

CALFSKINS are not in active request, An 
ordinary variety of country skin is worth 12c.

SUMMARY. 

The packer situation is by no means strong. 
Such business as has been done has been on 
the concession basis. The same general con- 
dition characterizes the packer market 
at present as has for the past two weeks, 
with the possible exception that holders are 
more susceptible to bids than they were. The 
country market is decidedly unsettled, neither 
Eastern nor Western tanners operating to any 
extent. As in the packer market, such sales 
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RICHARD MCCARTNEY, 
BROKER, PACKER HIDES, 
Cottonseed Oil, 
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as have transpired were doubtless actuated 
by concession. The Philadelphia market re- 
ceived something of an impetus for this same 
reason. In Boston and New York the situa- 
tion is quiet. In the latter market, the con- 
cession policy is also in vogue. These conces- 
sions are rendered necessary from the fact 
that leather values, even at the quotation 
prices, leave a considerable disparity between 
the prices of raw and finished materials, and 
asa matter of fact leather values are not be- 
ing sustained. Almost all prominent leather 
buyers, including shoe manufacturers, sole 
and welt cutters, claim to be purchasing their 
leather at prices lower than those quoted as 
constituting the market. If this be true, it is 
small wonder that hide prices are on the de- 
cline.

Jos. Hecht & Sons’ Protest. 

A decision defining the difference between 
a hide and a calfskin, under the law, was 
handed down by the Board of Classification 
of the United States General Appraisers Sat- 
urday. Joseph Hecht & Sons, 96 Cliff street, 
New York, imported raw and dry «alfskins 
and they were assesed under Par. 437, act of 
1897, which says that hides of cattle, raw or 
uncured, whether dry, salted or pickled, shall 
be dutiable at 15 per cent. ad valorem. They 
were claimed to be exempt from duty under 
Par. 664, of that act, which places on the 
free list skins of all kinds, raw (except sheep- 
skins with wool on), and hides not specially 
provided for elsewhere in the act. 

This was the second hearing of this case. 
The board found that the goods were import- 
ed under the present tariff law, and were as- 
sessed for duty under Par. 437 as hides of 
eattle; that the raw skins all weighed less 
than 25 ID each, and were, in fact, raw calf- 
skins, and so known in trade prior to July 
24, 1897, and that the dry skins weighed less 
than 12 1) each. It was decided that the di- 
viding line between raw cowhides and ealf- 
skins, in weight, is 25 TM, and that the term 
“calfskins” include all so-called hides or skins 
which weigh less than 25 Ib. When dry, the 
dividing line is 12 TD; all weighing less than 
12 I) being commercially known as skins, and 
all weighing 12 I) or over as hides. The de- 
cision of the Collector was reversed, 





THE MONTANA WOOL MARKET. 


The Montana wool market will open this 
year later than ordinary, on account of a 
large sale of wool, about 400,000 TD, in Wyo- 
ming, in the early part of this month. Many 
buyers will attend there before going to Mon- 
tana. 





THE STRIKE ENDS. 


Omaha, July 18.—The big strike of the pack- 
inghouse employés is ended. The result is a 
compromise in that they are to be paid for 
their work according to the hours they put 
in, but no increase is to be paid. Most of the 
men who have gone out in the past three days 
were at work this morning. This gave Ar- 
mour & Co. a chance to start their big house 
to-day per arrangements of some time since. 
This means an employment of 2,000 men, The 
plant kills 10,000 hogs and 2,000 cattle daily.

States Glue Co., as already reported briefly 
in this journal, capital stock $300,000 paid 
in, and they say they are going to erect the 
largest and most modern glue factory in tiie 
world for the manufacture of strictly high 
grade glues, and it can be seen from this 
amount of raw material, which will run uni- 
form and fresh each day, that the glue will be 
of the highest standard. 

A contract has been closed between the tan 
ners and the Diamond Glue Co., of Chicago, 
whereby the Diamond Glue Co. is to have ex 
clusive control of the manufacturing and sale 
of this product. This will not make any more 
glue in the country than there was before, 
but will simply place the handling of the 
stock in a position where it can be made into 
better glue, and will also place the handling 
of the glue, where, in connection with the Dia- 
mond Glue Co.'s other outpuis at Chicago, 
Omaha, Kansas City, Madison, Ind., and 
Philadelphia, it will be handled to the best 
advantage, There will be no desire to put a 
fictitious price on the glue, but necessarily 
the withdrawing of this amount of raw mate- 
rial from the hands of other glue manufactur 
ers will cause severe competition for the raw 
material that is left, which will in turn natur- 
ally advance the price of the manufactured 
article, 





Gowanda’s Glue Factory. 

Another glue factory of considerable size 
is to be erected at Gowanda, N. Y. Gaenss- 
len, Fisher & Co., of that city, in connection 
with numerous tanners thereabouts, have se 
cured, and are securing raw material arrange 
ments that will enable them to manufacture 
about 1,500,000 Tb of glue at Gowanda. An 
entirely new and complete factory is to be 
erected at once by Gaensslen, Fisher & Co., 
and a high grade glue is to be turned out. 
The Diamond Glue Co., of Chieago, is to 
handle this production. 

The American Glue Company, of Boston, 
Mass., is putting in the foundation for an ad 
ditional building at its works in Peabody. 
The structure will be 100x70 feet. 


Atlantic Transport Co. Buys 
Steamers.

This is the 
transfer of five magnificent steamers of the 
Wilsons and Furness-Leyland Line to the At 
lantie Transport Co., the boats being the 
Alexandria, Victoria, Winifreda, Boadicea 
and Cleopatra, each of about 7,000 tons, 
The importance of this sale, from a commer- 
cial point of view, lies in the fact that it 
means the abolition of competition in the ser- 
vice between London and New York, which 
will now be in the hands of the Atlantic 
Transport Co, entirely. Messrs. Wilsons and 
Furness have really retired from the New 
York trade, thereby giving a monopoly to the 
Atlantic Transport Co.

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—The new 30-ton ice plant at Jacksonville, 
Texas, has been completed. 


—McPherson, Mo., has recently shipped the 
first carload of ice from its new plant. 

A building permit has been granted to A. 
Bruce, of St. Paul, Minn., for a cold storage 
house to cost $1,000. 

—L. Martinez & Co. have a building permit 
to erect an $8,000 ice plant between Madison 
and Eslava streets, Royal, Ala. 

The large seven-compartment ice house of 
Nathaniel Webster, of Gloucester, Mass., 
has been destroyed by fire; loss, $9,000, par- 
tially covered by insurance. 

The Corsicana (Tex.) Ice Company will 
improve and enlarge their premises by erect- 
ing a large building on the site just being 
vaeated by the Hotel Main. 

—The Home Brewing Co., of Anderson, 
Ind., have a building permit to erect a cold 
storage room on Main street, between the Big 
Four and Sixteenth street, of that city. 

—The Klondike Ice Company works at 815 
North Twenty-eighth street, Richmond, Va., 
has been completely destroyed by fire. It is 
owned by Messrs. M. L. and Charles Wood. 

—The Hastings Produce Company, Nebras- 
ka, is making some improvements on their 
mammoth cold storage building, the most not- 
able of which is veneering the entire struc- 
ture. It is one of the largest plants in that 
part of the West. 

—In order to mitigate the suffering and 
greatly increase the possibilities of recovery 
from yellow fever among our soldier boys at 
Santiago, Prof. Tripler’s method of liquified 
air, which lowers the temperature of the 
patient’s room to any required degree, has 
been submitted to the Government authori- 
ties. 

A new system of cold storage was recent- 
ly introduced at the Scranton, Pa., Cold Stor- 
age Company's plant, on Sixth street. The 
Hendricks Manufacturing Company, of Car- 
bondale, did the work. Heretofore ice was 
packed in large receivers. Now cold air is 
carried throughout the plant in pipes. The 
system is perfect. 

-The new ice plant at the Dold packing- 
house, Kansas City, Mo., is about completed 
and the manufacture of ice has already be- 
gun. The plant was built at a cost of $44,- 
000, and is one of the finest in the city. 
The ice machine employed is said to be the 
largest on that side of the Mississippi. It 
has a capacity of 200 tons of ice per day. 





—The Fremont (Neb.) Ice Company has 
filed articles of incorporation with the Secre- 
tary of State. It will be the purpose of the 
company to manufacture ice as well as to 
cut and pack for sale. The incorporators, Kd- 
ward N. Morse, John F. Haman, W. A. Ha- 
man, Charles H. Hooper and E. E. Morse, 
will do business, with a capital of $40,000. 

Mr. H. L. Roan, of Fairhaven, Wash., in 
connection with some Portland (Ore.) capital- 
ists, will put in a fresh fish establishment in 
connection with the ice and cold storage plant 
to be shortly operated in that city by Eastern 
capitalists, in conjunction with Mr. Roan; so 
that what was at first contemplated as an ice 
and cold storage plant has now grown into an 
ice plant and fish packing establishment. 

—A remarkable cold storage reservoir has 
been opened by gas drillers in Stony Creek 
township, Ind. The drill penetrated a series 
of shales at 500 feet, and the next second 
there was a rush of cold air. The drillers 
thought it was gas, but on investigation found 
it was odorless and incombustible. It was 
cold as ice and seemed to come from a refrig- 
erator located in the interior. The flow is 
keeping up with no perceptible diminution, 
and if it makes a good showing for some time 
it will probably be piped to houses and used 
for cooling purposes. The flow is very heavy. 
An inexhaustible supply of cold air is re- 
garded as great a find for summer use as gas 
would be for winter. 


Electric Light for L. 1.’s First Ice Plant. 

The new ice plant at Patchogue, L. L, is 
now running under full headway, with a ca- 
pacity of about 20 tons per day, the motive 
power being furnished by a 100 horse-power 
Corliss engine. The dimensions of the build- 
ing are 90 feet long, 45 feet wide and 34 
feet high. The town congratulates itself as 
being the first Long Island town to produce 
the artificial product. The company will 
shortly put in a dynamo to run fifty electric 
light lamps. 

Quarrying Ice in France. 

Near Briancon is the Alpine glacier du Cas- 
set, which is now being regularly worked as 
an ice quarry, the product being shipped by 
rail to Paris. The ice vein is about 100 
feet wide and 25 feet thick, and it is found 
that it can be worked at a profit, making the 
first commercial use of the glacier so far 
known.—Exchange.

TALLOW.—Undoubtedly there is a good, 
strong tone to the general position, but up to 
the present writing it is surprising that there 
is no development to harmonize with the im- 
proved look of affairs in the English markets. 
The fact that the regular cable on Tuesday 
quoted 1s. advance in Liverpool, did not con- 
vey the impression: that there had been that 
much advance at once there, since it had quot- 
ed an unchanged market for several days, 
while private advices had shown that in that 
time there had been increasing firmness and 
that a portion of the improvement should 
have been quoted before. But the London 
auction sale on Wednesday showed a further 
advance of 3d@6d., and an average rise of 
444d., while of the 1,000 casks offered, 900 
were sold. Yet on Wednesday in New York 
the bidding had not been increased from ex- 
porters; they were willing to pay just 3% for 
city in hogsheads, while they had offered as 
much as that previously for two or three 
days. Neither had the melters further hard- 
ened their views over prices, as they were 
willing to sell at 3%. It is possible that later 
in the week there may be shown changed con- 
ditions, which our report will give further 
along in this review. There has been some 
accumulation made of city as the demands 
have been very moderate, and it is quite prob- 
able that the melters would like to work 
them down before responding fully to the 
strong sentiment, which is noted not only at 
English markets, but all over our Western 
sections, and at the latter an active trading 
has been done as noted in this report.

SOAP AND ITS USES. 


England High Among Nations, But United 
States at the Head. 


There is now exported from Great Britain 
more soap than was used in Great Britain at 
the beginning of the present century, and, 
according to authentic figures, 400,- 
(00,000 pounds of soap is used in Great Brit- 
ain every year, exclusive of 55,000,000 pounds 
exported to other countries, chiefly English

colonies, 

The French manufacture of soap amounts 
approximately to 300,000,000 pounds a year, 
the larger part of which is made in the city 
of Paris. The sale in other countries of 
Irench soap and particularly French perfum- 
ed soap is a considerable item of commerce. 

What were known in England as the soap 
taxes originated during the reign of Queen 
Anne and were originally fixed at $150 a ton, 
yielding in the year 1830 a public revenue in 
excess of $7,000,000. 

An official estimate recently made shows the 
average consumption per inhabitant of Great 
Britain to be nine pounds a year; a similar 
average prevails in France, Belgium and Hol- 
land, though a popular belief ascribes to the 
last country a much larger use of soap, par- 
ticularly for house cleaning. 

There are no official figures on the subject, 


but there is a general belief that very little 
soap is used in Spain. Certainly no soap is 
imported into that country (the Spanish 
blockade on soap has been of long duration), 
and none is exported from it. 

The United States stands at the head of all 
eountries in the use, if not in the manufac 
ture of soap. The average exportations of 
American soap in a year amount to 30,000,- 
U0 pounds. The importations into the United 
States of soap amount to 3,000,000 pounds, or 
one-tenth as much. There are nearly 500 soap 
factories in the United States, with a cash 
eapital of $25,000,000, using materials to the 
value of $30,000,000 and giving employment 
to 10,000 persons.—Philadelphia Item,

DULL AND STEADY. 


It is essentially a waiting market here, with 
very little of interest developing. Back of it 
all is the feeling of confidence over the fu- 
ture. That holders of oil here and in the 
South have a good, substantial theory for 
their belief in higher prices, materially so be- 
fore the season closes, is indicated in the com- 
ments upon the general situation through this 
review. As an element of strength is the 
developing confidence over tallow; this implies 
that the manufactured goods’ business is im- 
proving; all over the West there has been 
eagerness to buy the beef fat product, which 
was indulged in first by exporters and quickly 
followed by the soap trade, and to some ex- 
tent by speculators, and which has well clean- 
ed up the offerings there, while the buyers 
met the outside figures that had been asked, 
and finding at the close that the best brands 
are held at 4c. advance. Then again the 
English niarkets have shown hardening mar- 
kets for that product, while they are looking 
around in this country more freely for it. 
This is the first sign of an influence, or the 
forerunner, that implies that cotton oil will 
not much longer be under the indifference of 
buyers. Higher tallow would put more inter- 
est in buyers of cotton oil where the product 
is used for soap purposes, not only in this 
country, but in European sources of consump- 
tion. Then again as bringing out the situa- 
tion of increasing consumption by the soap 
people has been the active takings of greases 
here and at the West by French and German 
markets, as well as by the home trade, and 
which further bears out the assertion that 
that branch of trading is quickening and that 
the consumers believe that the fats are upon 
as low a basis as they are likely to reach, 
while grease has also shown an advance of 
Ke. per ID for the week. The lard position, 
however, does not as yet take on a permanent 
look of marked stability; it goes up by starts 
to settle back again, but over it all has been 
the feeling that bottom has been reached, and 
that it is likely to move at any time to a more 
confident and higher basis. There is no ques- 
tion but that the compound lard trading is 
improving. It is not coming up materially, 
because some of the Cuban markets are invit- 
ing general business, since Santiago and its 
immediate surroundings do not use much of 
the compound, but more of the city lard. We 
regard trading in the compound as picking up, 
first by reason of the feeling over the trade, 
which is gradually expanding, that the war is 
nearing a close, that more generally the 
Cuban ports will be open for business, while 
Cuba as a whole uses large amounts of the 
compound, and again by reason of the more 
hopeful look over general trade affairs, with 
the prospect of an early adjustment of the 
war trouble, however limited has been the 
disturbance in any general export and import 
trade of the country. Then again trading is 
quickening from a feeling of security over 
present prices. The compound lard is very 
cheap at 44@4%c. per ID, and buyers could 
not hope to do better in value, while it looks 
as though it was going more largely into con- 
sumption here and in Europe, and that sup- 
plies of it were necessary by the distributors

after their long holding off in taking it, 
through which period they had been giving 
their attention to pure lard. It rather seems 
as though trading was going to drift again 
from pure lard to compound, and that buyers 
could not withstand the temptation of the low 
price for the latter. The compound lard re- 
finers have this week been into the market 
for city lard, which they had neglected for a 
long time, while they met higher prices for it. 
Returning animation in compound lard means 
reviving demands for cotton oil, however 
quiet they are at present upon this market, 
although at the West there has been more de- 
sire by the refiners to pick up any compara- 
tively cheap lots of the oil that have been 
available at the mills. With all of these fea- 
tures it cannot be said that business has 
grown as yet in cotton oil; they are given 
more as leading up to it and in the nature of 
probabilities, while to show that there is 
some hope of an early recovery of demand 
for the seed product. There has been little 
desire on the part of the export markets to 
take hold of the oil this week. Italy, which 
had a few orders here at inside prices, has 
found recent asking rates beyond its limits. 
The French markets have been unwilling buy- 
ers, although they talk as though they would 
be willing to take hold if they could get the 
August delivery at around the prices for spot 
lots. The English market is well sustained; 
it has not varied in price, while it is produc- 
ing steadily and marketing its make close; 
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the usual English demand upon this market 
at this time of the year is missed, although it 
is never for more than very moderate quan- 
tities. There has been no disposition to buy 
prime yellow here over 2344. Outside of oc- 
ensional small lots, with now ‘ana then a small 
lot of the latter selling at 23°4@24, while 24e. 
is quite generally asked. These prices are 
lower than last year at this time, while then 
there was the yellow fever scare used to keep 
the market down, while this year there are 
much smaller stocks of cotton oil and the ef- 
fect of demand would be quickly felt. There 
have been sales here for the week of 1,200 
barrels prime yellow on the spot at 2344@24. 
Winter yellow is at 29, while white at 28. 
New Orleans has had some demand for good 
off yellow from exporters, and some further 
sales are possible there, with 1,000 barrels 
good off yellow taken there at 22e. f. o. b., for 
export, August shipment. There has been 
some demand for season’s crude from the 
West to the Mississippi Valley, at 154,@16, 
while at Memphis 1644@17 have been made, 
while off grade crude at the former point has 
been sold at 144@15. Chicago has obtained 
some yellow in tank cars at 21¢e, (or iri 
day’s closing see page 12.)

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EDITORIAL. 
TRADE SYMPTOMS FOR MEAT. 


We have been asked from many quarters 
as to the probability of the meat market 
steadying. Many butchers are fearful of fur- 
ther rises; they are straining every nerve now. 
“Is it worth while holding on?’ they ask. 
As a general proposition, we will say that 
there are usually three things which cause an 
advance in meat. One is the searcity of cat- 
tle; another is a sudden large demand upon 
the supply in reach, as, for instance, the pres 
ent war demand; and, third, a business com- 
bination by which handlers place the market 
just as high as the financial conditions of 
trade will allow. We believe that the pres- 
ent war demand and the conditions of the 


-ranches alone control the meat market at this 


The strain from both of these sources 
will surely relax in the early fall. We are 
inclined to say, then, that in view of the ex- 


time. 


cellent grass and grain crops in the West 
and South, and the large stocking of the 
small runs and farms with cattle, and calves, 
there cannot be a beef famine. For this rea- 
son alone there cannot reasonably be a pres- 
ent advance and, with less reason, a future 
advance in dressed beef and beef products. 
The high price ruling was sensibly influ- 
enced by the fear of a shortage of provender 
and range stock. The fact even now is that 
while the price of beef is up on paper, the 
great bulk of the stuff is not moving very 
fast. This is a symptom of the coming con- 
ditions, which must eventually bring prices a 
bit lower. The army demand will soon be on 
a normal basis, as things are gradually ad- 
justed to the new order. There is no per- 
manent reason for a prolonged disturbance 
of markets from this source, since the troops 
do not eat more in Cuba, or elsewhere in the 
field, than they would have done at home in 
uniform or in civil life, and we have no new 
When 


the war upheaval has been adjusted, and the 


consumers added to our population. 


strain eased by the peace which must follow 
the victories of our arms in Cuba and else- 
where, we feel that the beef market, at least, 
will resume its normal tone, and come down 
from its war perch. The dealer who main- 
tained prices will then be in a good position 
for work on the lower level. 

The position of mutton is another matter. 
In view of the loss of millions of sheep in 
Australia through drouths, and of the poor 
condition of those still living, because of a 
searcity of food, we are disposed to think 
that mutton will remain steady, or even go 
higher. The great bulk of the 80,000,000 Aus- 
tralian sheep will not be fit for market. They 
are walking skeletons, with a grassless des- 
ert in front of them. More than 10,000,000 


are now dead from starvation. With the 
supply cut off from this source, European 
countries must call apon the United States

for the deficiency in the near future. 
will naturally bull the market. 
steady and higher. A strong healthy tone is 
under the hog market, and is likely to stay 
there. Taking all the symptoms into consider- 
ation, and basing them upon the sound con- 
ditions prevailing, there should be a healthy 
and a prosperous fall trade for all those who 
have kept their foundations steadied during 
the stress of the summer. We predict a 
good era for the retail trade in the near fu- 
ture if the retailer does not kill his prosperity 


with his own foolishness.

Buy by correct scales, sell by perfect scales 
and hire accurate, honest help who will 
not cultivate the sly maid’s smiles and graces 
by over liberal weights at your expense. Be 
sure your clerks are quick and correct at fig- 
uring fractions so they won't just guess at it 
in a hurry to keep from showing their own

Butchers Suing in Denver. 

The decision of the Supreme Court of Colo- 
rado declaring illegal the city ordinance of 
Denver, which demanded a $50 license 
from butchers is causing that city some trou- 
ble. The butchers are suing for a return of 
fees aggregating $1,300. Some of the old 
butchers are dead, but their claims are en- 
tered in the names of wholesalers. There are 
twenty-six of these retailers whose old claims 
have been given life by the decision in the 
Walsh case. The process for securing these 
old claims is by garnishee in a Justice’s court. 
The license which supplanted this ante-’93 or- 
dinance calls for a payment of $20, instead of 
$50, as under the old city law.

enjoyment of their coming guests. Among 
the many other things worked into the de- 
tails, our New Haven correspondent tells us 
that the committee are having a long dis- 
tance telephone placed in the Music Hall 
where the convention will be held. This 
"phone will talk to every part of the country 
and it will be at the service of all the dele- 
gates free of charge. The importance of 
this is at once clear to a man with a fam- 
ily and a business.
